{d) By June 24, 1379 the supplier of any community water system
designated by the department as utilizing waters subject to contamina-
tion by effluents from nuclear facilities shall initiate quarterly monitor-
ing for gross beta particle and iodine-131 radioactivity and annual moni-
toring for strontium-90 and tritium.

1. Quarterly monitoring for gross beta particle activity shall be based
on the analysis of monthly samples or the analysis of a coinposite of 3
monthly samples. The former is recommended. If the gross beta particle
activity in a sample exceeds 15 pCi/1, the same or an equivalent sample
shall be analyzed for strontium-89 and cesium-134, If the gross beta par-
ticle activity exceeds 50 pCi/1, an analysis of the sample must be per-
formed to identify the major radicactive constituents present and the
appropriate organ and total body doses shall be calculated to determine
compliance with NR 109.51.

The notice
shall be conspicuous and shall not use unduly technical language, un-
duly small print or other methods which would frustrate the purpose of
the notice, The notice shall disclose all material facts regarding the sub-
ject including the nature of the problem and, when appropriate a clear
statement that a primary drinking water regulatlon has heen violated
and any preventive measures that should be taken by the public. Where
appropr:ate, or where designated by the department, bilingual notice
shall be given. Notices may include a balanced explanation of the signifi-
